Frank M. Bristol, of Grad* chu rch, who 
h rs a large following, and several other 
pro minent clergymen.

nently mentio ned are: Dr. Dandy, Pre­ 
siding Elder of t h e ‘Au ro ra district; the 
Rev. Lewis Cu rts, Presiding Elder of the 
Dixon district; Dr.

It was a biting winter's flay that I l*‘- 
gon iny journey to Springfield. A furious 
snow storm was raging, and on my arrival 
at the capital of Illinois tin* whole city 
heemwl almost buried under its white 
mantle. The streets were blockaded, only 
here and there a jKTson was seen hurry­ 
ing along the way, and the place api>eared 
us though substantially uninhabited. For­ 
tunately, the fury of the storm had kept 
away the usual army of office seekers, and 
I had the good fortune to find Mr. Lincoln 
at the state*house, with only Mr. JohnG . 
Nicolav, his private secretary, for a com­ 
panion. 
Mr. T. 1). Jones, the sculptor, 
of Ohio, who was engaged in making a 
bust of the president, walked ov»*r from 
the hotel and introduced me to Mr. Lin­ 
coln, who arose upon our entrance and 
received 
us 
with 
unassuming 
cour­ 
tesy. 
Telling him at once that my visit 
was purely official, and that office seek­ 
ing formed no part of my mission, he 
grasped my hand in the most cordial 
manner, invited us to be seated, and re­ 
marked in a quizzing tone that as most of 
his visitors wanted something, and gen­ 
erally wanted it pretty bad, he was glad 
to find nobody in Ohio had any such 
i telling. 
- 
yhis was the first time I had seen Mr. 
Lincoln, and my first impression was that 
he and Mr. Nieolay were the two homeli­ 
est men I had ever seen in one room at 
the same time. 
The president at first 
appeared to lie all angles. 
Ilis height 
was great, his shoulders broad and square, 
his legs, arms, body, forehead, nose, chin, 
seemed angular. 
He was dressed in an 
old fashioned black suit, well worn dress 
coat, satin vest, cut very low in front, 
displaying a large amount of shirt bosom. 
The shirt was scrupulously clean, hut it 
had been so often washed and ironed that 
the edges were thoroughly well worn, 
and covered with a kind of stiff bristling 
fringe; 
The buttons were few in front, 
and as Mr. Lincoln seated himself in a 
very low chair, he disclosed a strong, 
powerful chest covered with hair like a 
bison. 
His face was covered with a 
stubby beard of a few weeks’ growth, 
which he explained by 
saying 
that 
he was growing whiskers to improve 
the beauty of 
his appearance. Ilis 
hair was long, 
thick, 
sprinkled with 
gray, and thrown hack from a high, 
broad, retreating forehead. 
The percep­ 
tive faculties were unusually prominent, 
the 
eyebrows 
strongly 
marked and 
bhaggy. The skin of his face was brown, 
coarse, covered with furrows and deep 
lines; mouth large, eyes sparkling, bril­ 
liant and thoughtfui; hands and foot 
enormous, and when seated his legs from 
the knees down appeared out of all pro­ 
portion in length to the rest of his jktsoh . 
He held in his hands a pair of heavy, old 
fashioned, silver bowed spectacles. 
Altogether, his person and manner was 
that of an extremely awkward, ungainly 
man dressed in country fashion in his 
Sunday clothes, visiting away from his 
daily work and anxious to get hack to his 
ordinary occupation and working gar­ 
ments. 
His face in repose was that of a 
vigorous, 
original, intellectual thinker, 
but clouded with a peculiar gravity as 
near to melancholy as it con Ix* describ'd. 
When ho liegan to talk the w hole counte­ 
nance lightened, the eyes twinkled with 
fun or sliene with seriousness. 
At times 
liis laugh w ;s so boisterous, boy like and 
genuine that it was poiutivdy infectious.

From time to time a great ado is mad»* 
by the friends of the feathered kingdom 
because women will insist on decorating 
their hats and bonnets with the plumes 
and heads of unfortunate birds, 
Such 
decoration has long !>oen pronounced 
ridiculous and in l*id taste, hut the 
words of the critics had no effect until 
they showed the fanners the danger 
which menaced them in tin* destruction 
of insectivorous birds. 
This agitation re­ 
sulted in t lie passage of a law forbidding 
the killing of this class of birds, and in 
some states the jiennlty was made so 
severe that a woman would I** liable to 
arrest if caught on the stns t wearing 
one of th«* protected birds. 
Even now, 
however, it is frequently asserted that the 
law is not enforced as it should tie, and 
Hpasmodie efforts are made to stop the 
traffic in this lira* of goods. Investigation 
shows that the law is not violated s<> 
much as is commonly suppo-s*d, 
Before a bird appears as the decoration 
for a bonnet, it passes through a good 
many hands. 
Soon after tin* hunt» r 
b a g s it, it is turned over to tin* commis­ 
sion or “ raw stork" man, 
as lie is 
termed, and then goes to some big manu­ 
facturing house, where it is made tip for 
the trade. 
Then the joblier takes charge 
of it, and after perhaps one* or two more 
transfers the real milliner gets it, and 
places it upon a hit of feminine headgear 
to charm the eyes of the masculine world. 
There* are in this city several c o m m is ­ 
sion or raw* stock houses, which buy 
from hunters all over the country. 
One 
of these houses is located on Cortlandt 
street. 
A reporter went through the en­ 
tire establishment without discovering an 
insectivorous bird. 
The staple birds in 
the trade are the tern and heron, although 
a good many gulls are used. 
The feath­ 
ers of th»>se birds are all of quiet colors, 
hilt that does not make the slightest dif­ 
ference, jus the manufacturers turn out 
any color desired. 
A ll they want is that 
the feathers shall he strong and well 
shaped, and then they can turn out a 
more gaudily colored bird than nature 
ever produced iri her most eccentric 
mood. 
In the great manufacturing es­ 
tablishments not a single 
feather 
is 
wasted, even the small feathers on the 
lnxly being used in paste work. 
Such 
patchwork is naturally not noteworthy 
for strict adherence to nature, hut it sells 
just as wc 11 nevertheless. 
The commission man whose place was 
visited told the reporter that probably not 
one-tenth of the birds used by milliners 
in this country now are insectivorous, and 
most of the few that are used come from 
Africa or South America, w here the sup­ 
ply is inexhaustible. The tern and heron, 
which are chiefly used, are fish eaters, 
and their loss will never Ik? felt. 
The 
prices of these birds vary greatly from 
time to time. 
At present a tern skin, 
preserved by arsenic, just as it comes 
from the hunters, is worth from forty to 
fifty cents in the city. 
The aigret, or 
plume, of the snowy heron, Is worth .$18 
or $20 an ounce, but only last February 
it brought $02 an ounce. 
It takes a 
dozen or more birds to supply an ounce 
of these plumes, hut, of course, the com­ 
mon feathers are also used.—-New* York 
Commercial Advertiser.

It is the custom in the Tyrol for a man, 
when he is engaged to be married, to 
wear a Ixmquet in his hat. 
The damsel 
gives him, every day or two, a fresh 
bouquet, picked from the flower pots in 
her window.
